Miss Mary Ganey, 36, owner of j 


a beauty shop, died early foday of 
the wounds suffered when the 
youthful gunmen opened fire in -a 
darkened dining room of the road- 
house Sunday morning as Police 
L.eutenant James Micus drew his 
pistol in an attempt to thwart the 
gang's robbery attempt. 


LEADER IS YOUTH 


One or more of the young ban- 


dits was wounded, police are con- 
vinced, as Lieutenant Micua fired 
upon them with his revolver. The 
leader of the gang was described 
as a youth of not more than 17 
years old. 


As the shotguns blazed into the 


darkness the screams of the terri- 


guests could tte heard above 
rthe reports of the .guns. Shrieks

The small inn was in a turmoil, 


as the eight youths wieled their 
shotguns and revolvers.

DOG BITES MAN 


• Miss Bnning, who left the uni- 
versity because of stage aspira- 
tions, was singing when the eight 
armed youths entered. They forc- 
ed Goetz to hand over $200 from 
the cash register. 


A dog owned by Goetz lunged at 


one of the robbers, sank its teeth 
into his leg. The gang's leader 
shouted for more lights, but his 
companion instead put the place in 
darkness, and the shooting began. 


Policeman Micus pursued the 


gunmen several miles into Chica- 
go, firing as he went, but finally 
lost the trail. Micus was seriously 
wounded himself.

The preliminary evidence ap- 


pears to refute the charge that 
present-day grads are inferior to 
those of a half-decade ago. 


In checking the accuracy of the 


charge. Doctor Tyler has 
been 


comparing the results of test* 
given to high school pupils prior 
to 1925 with tie results of recent 
similar tests. 


The old test records which have 


been inspected include those of 
high schools in Akron. Ashland. 
Bowling Green, Columbus. Coshoc- 
ton. East 
Liverpool. 
Gallipohs 


Martins Ferry, Marysville, Youngs- 
town and other places. 


For comparative purpose, the 


same tests were given to pupils in 
fh*se high schools last 
spring

in other high schools.

dering thousands homeless and 
paralyzing shipping. 


International News Service cor- 


respondents throughout Europe re- 
ported the death and desolation

by the storni. Rivers in 


France, Belgium, Germany, Switz- 
erland and Austria rose to abnor- 
mal heights, inundating the sur- 
rounding countrysides, destroying 
property and livestock and depriv- 
ing thousands of their homes. 


In Vienna, three deaths were at- 


tributed to the storm, the casual- 
ties being caused by falling walls
